In recent weeks cyclists have been hit 
with-new ordinances limiting or prohibit- 
ing riding in empty areas within the city. 
Two of these new rulings have been 
passed in the last few weeks in Torrance 
and Thousand Oaks, suburban incorpora- 
tion within the Los Angeles complex, 

The Thousand Oaks ordinance pro- 
hibits loud noises of motorcycles riding 
on private property. It is “designed to 
protect residents living within 500 feet 
of the exterior boundaries of the vacant 
property or lot." and describes a viola- 
tion as being motorcycles exhaust noise 
that is of a volume ‘‘unreasonable loud, 
raucous, jarring, disturbing ora nuisance 
to any person within the area of audi- 
bility.” 

Conejo valley motorcyclists immedi- 
ately protested the ordinance and at the 
second hearing which -*'perfects" or 
finalizes the document, a large number 
of riders expressed their objections to 
the council, This led the counciltoagree 
to study the ordinance further. Mean- 
while the prohibition is in effect.

Him, But Jones 
Wants To Fly Home

SYDNEY, Australia, Feb. 8 — Since his 
accident Chuck Jones has been trans- 
ferred to the Acute Spinal Clinic of the 
Royal North Shore Hospital, Sydney. He 
is undergoing the most specialized treat- 
ment available, but his condition is still 
described as ‘‘serious’’. 

- His mother has flown from America, 
and she is with him for long hours every 
day. The circumstances are tragic and 
he certainly needs her comfort. Jones, 
an American speedway racer, crashed 
January 11 after turning away from a 
fallen rider. 

Specifically, he has a crushed fourth 
vertebrae in his neck. This has resulted 
in complete paralysis from the neck 
down. He is unable to move any of his 
limbs although he does have some feel- 
ing. He can, for example, feel hot and 
cold or somebody touching him. He is in 
traction on a stiff board and is likely to 
remain this way for another twelve weeks 
before anything further is done or any 
decisions made. 

He is having regular physiotherapy. 

Unfortunately, about two weeks ago à 
blood clot developed in his body and his 
condition deteriorated. Visitors were

banned, and this edict has not yet been 
lifted, The crisis appears to have pass- 
ed, however, as the clot has settled out 
of harm's way near his chest.

Chuck was 27 on Feb. 17 and his 
mother made a special ice cream cake, 
No one other than nurses was permitted 
to attend the party. 

They have hopes of flying Jones back 
to California in late April or early May, 
but the expense will be enormous, A 
doctor’s fare may have to be paid as 
well, They are quite happy with the 
treatment he is receiving here, but 
naturally nothing beats being at home, 

Just when he will be able to getup and 
about is an entirely different question. 
At the moment Chuck is convinced he 
will make it, and that is the only way for 
him to think in his present condition, He 
has his depressed moments, but gener- 
ally is bearing up quite well. 

A fund has been started here in Sydney 
to assist with costs, and to date $2320 
has been realized.

Burt suffered a broken shoulder blade, 
a broken collar bone, seven broken ribs 
and two ribs penetrated his lung, He 
underwent surgery again Wednesday 
night, and is in satisfactory condition.

Government Hot For Bike Safety 


Remarks by Lewis S. Buchanan, Acting 
Chief, Motorcycle Safety Division, Na- 
tional Highway Safety Bureau, to the 
BMW Dealer's Meeting, Washington, D.C. 
February 5, 1969. 

Many people feel that motorcycles 
have been singled out for unusual safety 
emphasis. This is not true, The Federal 
requirements for motorcycle safety are 
but one part of a broad nationwide motor 
vehicle safety program which will expand 
at all levels of governement during the 
coming years. 

More than 55,000 traffic deaths and 
more than 3 million traffic injuries each 
year are more than Congress, State 
legislatures and the U.S, public is willing 
to pay for use of our highways. 

All types of motor vehicle safety pro- 
grams will receive more emphasis. With 
specific reference to motorcycles, I be- 
lieve that within the next few years we 
will see every State adopt special tests 
and licenses for motorcycle operation, 
mandatory helmet use, safety inspection 
of motorcycles and special motorcycle 
driver training programs. I believe these

are realistic requirements which can 
and should be supported by the motor- 
cyclists in this country. We are well 
aware that the legislatures in some 
States have been much more restrictive, 
Whether the restrictive trend continues 
will depend largely on what motorcycling 
does for itself. It is essential that the 
people who ride motorcycles create con- 
structive partnerships with law makers, 
police officials, educators, and others 
who develop legislative or safety pro- 
grams, Unless motorcycling organizes 
itself to speak authoritatively and real- 
istically about its problems, and unless 
it is willing and able to propose accept- 
able solutions to these problems, then 
motorcyclists will continue to be faced 
with a variety of State and local regula- 
tions which may not accurately reflect 
the needs for safety. 

Part of the NHSB’s responsibility is to 
provide the States with part of thefinan- 
cial support for implementing their com- 
prehensive highway safety programs. 
This year 63.8 million dollars is avail- 
able on a matching basis formula to 
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States and local communities for im- 
proving their highway safety programs. 

The response in terms of State and 
local governments applying these match- 
ing funds to implement motorcycle safe- 
ty activities has not been encouraging up 
to this point. To date fewer than a dozen 
projects relating to motorcycle safety 
have been funded, Therefore, funds that 
would substantially benefit motorcycling 
are being spent on other safety projects. 

These funds provide an excellent op- 
portunity for the people involved in mo- 
torcycling to demonstrate that motor- 
cycling can be made safer through edu- 
cation and training. They provide a 
means for motorcycling organizations at 
the city, State and national level to con- 
tribute to improving safety. But, it is up 
to you and the motorcycle groups inyour 
State to start the ball rolling, As with 
other Federal-aid programs, there are 
specific procedures to follow inapplying 
for matching funds. An inquiry to your 
Governor’s office or me will give you 
name of the State official who is respon- 
sible for coordinating your State's high- 
way safety program and who will give 
you details on the operation of the grant 
program. 

Later this month the National Educa- 
tion Association with the support and 
cooperation of the MS&A TA. will conduct 
a National Conference on Motorcycle 
Safety Education.

After hearing the new payoff for races 
at the Feb. 2 TT at Ascot I wonder what 
will become of Professional motorcycle 
racing? Under the new ruling only first 
through fourth places in the heatand first 
through fourth places in the main event 
will get paid. Is this really fair to the 
other main event riders five through ten? 
I must say I think the new rule is unfair, 

In previous years all the riders in the 
main at least made something for their 
effort, since they were the best for the 
race meet; but you will have to be better 
than fifth to even made gas money under 
the new ruling. In my own astonishment 
I called AMA to confirm the new payoff 
rate, I talked to a member of Tom 
Clarks staff (Director of Pro Com) and 
was told the new payoff would be for all 
dirt track races for the year of 1969, 
also to include the 100 lap TT in March 
at Ascot for what I understood on the 
phone with AMA, 

If I remember correctly there are 33 
riders in the 100 lap TT race and if you 
are running in 25th place on the 50th lap, 
are you going to keep on riding so you 
can go home with a worn out motor after 
50 more laps or will you pull in the pits 
to save what you have left? Remember 
you need a fourth or better to get paid, 

A professional rider can tell if he is 
in serious contention for a win or not 
and as a novice myself I make a lot less 
money than an expert, but my expenses 
are the same, A good expert will wear 
out a new tire within two race meets but 
if he only got a fourth in his heat and a 
fifth in the main will he make enough 
money to replace that tire so he can 
return next week?

same payoff before and it got to the point 
they were lucky to get 15 to 18 cars for 
a race, They went back to paying every- 
body a little something and now they get 
50 to 60. Will this same type of situation 
happen to professional motorcycle rac- 
ing? 


What will the paying public think if the 
riders pull out of a race because they 
are in a ‘‘loaded’’ heat or main (Van 
Leeuwen, Coppage, Romero, etc) because 
they’re not in a paying position and want 
to save what they have left of their 
equipment? Will this new payoff put alot 
of privately owned bikes out of business? 
I believe it will. 

It’s not that you don’t want to race on 
the pro level, it’s that you got a fifth in 
the main and you drove 450 miles and 
are going home empty-handed. 

I think every professional rider whois 
in disagreement with this payoff should 
write or call AMA and let them know 
their opinion; maybe the ruling can be 
changed for the next meeting of the 
competition committee at the end of 
the year,

RIALTO, Calif., Feb. 16 — Over 200 
riders, 50% of whom were entered as

The way the Gripsters tellit, the oper- 
ator was substantially less than compe- 
tent. They had to scrap the whole idea of 
using the computer tapes and go back to 
the old lap-chart method. Because of that 
it took 10 days to get the lightweight 
results out, 

Bill Onga emerged as the overall win- 
ner on 250cc Husky. Onga was listed as 
a novice in this scrambles event, but he's 
no stranger to mud and motorcycles, This 
is the second time Onga outlasted an 
endless pack of riders in the mud, He 
won the 22nd, Annual Cowbell Enduro at 
Upper Lake, California on November 10. 
There were 1148 riders off the line 
that time. 

There is talk that the Gripsters dis- 
qualified many of the riders who cut 
around the largest mud-traps rather than 
follow the course as marked, No reliable 
information was available at press-time 
on this development, but, if true, it could 
keep their phones ringing for some time.

Bob Braverman lives in Van Nuys with 
his wife, Barbara and their three child- 
ren. 
He recently became editor of Cycle 

Guide Magazine. 

Braverman says that about 26 years 
ago, he discovered he’d fallen in love 
with motorcycles and drag racing; this 
eventually led him into writing articles 
about the men and machines in this 
fast-growing sport.

Bob Braverman is a man who’s never 
let his success go to his head. He is 
congenial and always ready and willing 
to share his knowledge whenever he’s 
asked. I’ve never heard of him putting a 
man down for lack of ability; and I do 
know he has been instrumental in show- 
ing different people how to make the 
most of their capabilities.

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Remember some time back I mentioned 
the petitions that were out in the shops 
for the proposed bike park in Harbor 
Park, and to sign one? Well, the time to 
do it is now because things are really 
starting to move. If you’re unfamiliar 
with the term Harbor Park it’s what 
we’ve always called Bixby Slough and 
developing this into a properly run bike 
playground has long been a dream of San 
Pedro M.C.’s Don Finley who is the man 
responsible for the idea. 

But the groovy thing about this project 
is that it’s not a private enterprise that 
would be run by either Finley or other 
individuals, the park would be operated 
by the Park Department so you might say 
‘that it will be owned by us, as taxpayers, 

The area is being developed, and the 
next big step is coming up very quickly. 
If we can get our side in andpresent our 
case properly we can have areally great 
facility there, Plans show trailing areas, 
a training area where mom and the kids 
can learn to ride with no one going over 
10 miles an hours, motocross and scram- 
bles. courses and a mile track for the 
speed demons, 

If you’re familiar with the area you 
know that where we’ve all gone riding is 
still what is called wilderness, the Ana- 
heim side of the area is completely un- 
developed so naturally other organiza- 
tions are interested in getting their share 
too, and rightly so, But because this 
whole thing has been approached gently, 
the powers that be haven’t thrown their 
hands up and yelled ‘‘No motorcycles.”’ 
They’ve been receptive, The Park and 
Recreation Department is definitely in- 
terested and know the need for such a 
facility, The Police Department is 
cordial, 

Two mostly un-publicized but well at- 
tended events were held there last year 
and the city fathers got a chance to see 
for themselves what dirt riding motor- 
cyclists are like, that ours is a family- 
type sport and what is more important 
they got a chance to see that we’re a far 
cry from the Angel-type element, The 
second big thing in our favor is that 
amiable talks have been held with mem- 
bers of the Sierra Club; the Audubon 
Society who are concerned about the bird 
life there and the Isaac Walton people who 
keep an eye on the fish department, 


So far everyone acknowledges each 
other’s right to a piece of the pie al- 
though privately they may not go along 
with what you want to do with your par- 
ticular slice. 

Now it’s time to move, Sign those 
petitions, and please shops, if you have 
any, mail them in regardless if they are 
filled or not or even if they are blank as 
we can still put them to good use. Send 
them to P.O, Box 591, San Pedroor mail 
them to me, care of Cycle News, If any 
of you as individuals have any useful 
contacts with city councilmen, members 
of the aforementioned organizations, 
anyone who can help us, let us know, 

Because public funds are involved in 
this, the approach has to be gentle. We 
don’t want to bring our big guns up un- 
less absolutely necessary; and we have 
some, but Finley feels it won’tbe neces- 
sary to use them. 

We’ll keep you posted as to progress, 
The hearing won’t be far off, and re- 
member that public opinion is the whole 
clue to this thing. So, when the time is 
right, we'll be asking you to notify your 
public officials that you want and need 
this park, Do it. This could well be the 
best playground in the West for two- 
wheelers.

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Scrambles Opens At Fontana Strip

FONTANA, Cal., Feb. 2 — The first of 
four Saturday night roughscrambles was 
presented on a dirt course at the old 
Fontana dragstrip near San Bernardino. 
The European-type events are promoted 
by Sturg Taggart, automobile racing 
entrepreneur, -who will also be running 
dunebuggies on Sundays. 

Race organizers Stu Peters and Kelvin 
Franks, officers of the recently formed 
California Motor-Sport Club, grouped 
the riders into four divisions — 125, 250, 
500, and Open — and raced them three 
times each in moto-cross fashion. The 
Junior class received trophies. In the 
future, Seniors will be earning cash. 

The 5/8-mile course was loose and 
loamy, with 15 to 30 feet of passing 
room, It wound back and forth under a 
series of lights and featured half a 
dozen jumps, 

Because the calendar date for this 
race was picked months ago in the midst 
of working out a myriad ot other details, 
the promoters realized toolate that their 
event would be running the same week- 
end as the Elsinore Grand Prix.

Dahms Testifies 
M Torrance 


At the request of local cyclists fighting 
a proposed ordinance to limit their riding 
on vacant property within the city, Bar- 
bara Dahms, representing the United 
Motorcycle Enthusiasts of California, 
testified before the Torrance City Coun- 
cil in opposition to the measure. 

Pointing out that this was a statewide 
problem because other municipalities 
would copy the Torrance ordinance, she 
objected to the use of personal and sub- 
jective opinions r^ther than a measur- 
able criteria for noise and disturbance 
created by motorcycles and other ve- 
hicles. 

“The wording of this ordinance is so 
vague as to make fair and equal enforce- 
ment impossible," she said. "Although 
standardized means of measuring vehicle 
noise are still under development by the 
California Highway Patrol and The So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers there are 
statutes currently in effect concerning 
mufflers and noise. 

*A street-legal muffler makes no 
more noise in a vacant lot than on the 
street, is no more disturbing at the side 
of a house than in the front, This should 
be the requirement until better standards 
are adopted, rather than the opinion of 
an individual that his peace and quiet 
was disturbed by a motor vehicle. One 
person may be disturbed by someone 
running down the street while another 
may not mind the sound of a jet plane 
overhead. 

«This law will put the burden of proof 
upon the cyclist to prove he was nota 
disturbance, rather than upon the com- 
plainant to prove that he was, which is 
not consistent with the American idea 
of justice." 

Similar ordinances are under con- 
sideration in other municipalities.

terested spectators were getting all the 
racing they wanted. Only 34 riders enter- 
ed and most of those were Junior light- 
weights. 

In the first 125 moto, W. Bird on a 
Penton took the lead and was followed by 
Wayne Whisenant on an 80 Yamaha 
(fitted with a 100cc engine) and F. Cox, 
riding a Sachs. In fourth was the only 
Senior, G. Schuelke, a member of the 
Checkers M/C, on another Sachs. 

Whisenant took over in the second 
round with Bird pushing hard in second 
place, Cox in third. Bird spilled but got 
back on right away and worked his way 
up to second again at the finish, 

In the final 125 moto, Bird took the 
lead but eventually retired with mechani- 
cal trouble, leaving Whisenant and Cox 
to fight it out. This time it was Cox’ 
turn to win, 

In the 250 division, the two Seniors — 
Terry Nichols on a Maico and Jim Bent- 
ly on a Husky — displayed the style and 
color of professional moto-cross riders 
and gave the crowd their money’s worth, 
At the end of the first round it was 
Bently first, Nichols in third, Finishing 
second was the evening’s overall Junior 
winner, D. Storm on a Yamaha 250 
Enduro. 

In the next race, it was Bently, Nichols, 
and Storm charging hard and fast in 
front, Then Bently dropped it, A fewlaps 
later, it was Nichols who spilled. Storm 
took. the checkered with Bently second 
after working his way back up through 
the pack, An Ossa rider, G. Spellman, 
was third. 

Halfway throúgh the third 250 moto, 
Bently (who works as a postman) had to 
drop out with a sick engine, leaving 
Storm and Nichols to work things outfor 
themselves.

McClean got out 
in front so fast and so far that it was 
hopeless for the others,
